Four hundred returned soldifs and ajed in its re-establishment program on 


darge number of citizens of both sexes 
assembled in the Memorial Hall on Mon- 
day evening, heard Harry Fignn, vice- 


president of the Grand Army of United 
Veterans, appeal to all returned men to 
@et together in close political activity, 
heard him in trenchant terms denounce 
the present government, and ecore it for 
its disavowal of the pledges it made to 
returned men at the polls and finally 
wound up by passing a resolution de- 
manding the resignation of the party now 
in power and asked for an immediate 
election. 

The resolution, which was moved by E. 
Poole and Seconded by J. Smith, received 
the unanimous approval of the entire 
assembly. It was put to the vote by the 
chairman o/ the evening, President of the 
G.W.V.A., provincial command, W., A. 
lrwin, who declared it to be practically 
@ duplication of the resolution recently 
paseed by the Edmonton G.W.V.A. local, 
following the appeal from Dominica 
Presidént Maxwell some ago. It 
read as fillows: 

“Whereas tle members of the house of 
commons were elected to the thirteenth 
parliament of th Dominion of Canada on 
December 3rd 1917 

“And whereas the present gowernment 
3vGe formed in pursuance of the said 
election on the distinct understanding, 
promise and pledge that its life would 
cease and terminate with the successful 
conclusion of the war, and the ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty by His Majesty, 
King George the Fifth. 

“Ana@ whereas, an Armistice was signed 
by the contracting parties on Monday, 
November 11th, 1918, concluding hostilities 
and the peace treaty was finally signed 
on June 28th, 1919, at Versailles, France. 

“Therefore be it resolved, that this 
mass meeting of ex-soldicrs, sailors, and 
citizens assembled in Edmonton, Alberta, 
this 8th day of July, 1920, piace fteelf 
on ord that the present Union govern- 
ment bas no mandate from the electorate 
for its further continuance in office and 
that a general election shall be held forth- 
with; and further that the members of 
parliament representing the constituencies 
of East Edmonton West Edmonton and 
Strathcona be directed to withdraw all 
further support to the present govern- 
ment either directly or indirectly by their 
vote and influence; and in the event of 
these directions being ignored by Henry 
A. Mackle William A. Griesbach and James 
M. Douglas the said members referred 
to then this meeting individnally and col- 
lectively pledges itself to encompass the 
defeat @t any convention or election held 
hereafter at which elther or all of them, 
the sald members, may offer themselves as 
candidates; and that coples of this resolu- 
tion be gent to Henry A. Mackie, M. P., 
Willam A. Grieabach, M, P.. and James 
M,. Douglas. =] 

Flyna Eathuecs Audience 

larry Flynn, who followed brief ad- 
dresses given by Mayor Joseph A. Clarke 
and Herbert Capewell, member of the ad- 
visory board of the unfted veterans, en- 
thused his audience by his oratorical pow- 
er and his strength of argument that the 
government had failed in (ts plendges to 
the returned men and had eimitarly fail-

the returned man’s behalf. 

He appealed strongly for close political 
activity on the paré of all veterans of the 
great war. He urged them with all power 
to use the only weapon now left to 
them—the ballot, “which is greater in 
strength than the bayonet or the riflo 
you used in France.” He appealed also 
for additional re-establishment for ré- 
turned men, outlined in characteristic 
fashion how very little had actually been 
done by the present government to put the 
veteran in the place he occupied before 
the war. H told of the inadequancy of 
pensions and how very unfair was the dis- 
crimination between the officer and the 
man and dealt with the shortcomings of 
tho lend settlement act and the inability 
of the provisions of vocationa) training 
classes to meet their intended needs, 


Flynn declared he had been accused 
of being a socialist, a Bolshvik, an an- 
archist and a Sinn Feiner, “If a socialist 
means someoue who tries to put all men 
on an equal footing and give them all the 
game chance in life, then I am a socialist; 
{f a Bolshevik means someone who tries 
to relieve the downtrodden and place him 
in a position where he will not be op- 
pressed, then I am a@ Bolshevik; if an- 
archist means a person who tries to 
thrust a rotten, oppressiva, autocratic, 
weak-kneed profiteer-protecting govern- 
ment from power, then I plead guilty to 
being an anarchist,” he said. 

with the gratuity question, Mr. 
Flynn declared this was not the only 
pont in the platform of the organisation 

6 represented, although it was a vital 
one, and that the united veterans were 
not organized eolely to deal with that 
question. “We are organizing the re- 
turned men into @ political body, in order 
that these men may derive some of the 
benefits they fought to obtain, Every re- 
turned man is entitled to some further 
re-establishmen, not as payment for the 
services rendered in France, but rather 
for the chance of putting them in a po- 
aition to take up their former civil life 
and take an interest dn life equal to that 
of the slacker who never donned a uni- 
form, or the foreigners who have no 
interest in the couftry. The rotten con- 
dition that we now baye will continue un- 
less veterans themeelves place Canada 
where she belongs, and where they fought. 
to place her. Five hundred thousand votes 
is a strong weapou,” enid the speaker. 

Employment Proble m 

Dealing with employment, the epeaker 
declared a man was not established until 
he had been placed in a posiilon sult- 
able to his calling. “It is not fair to 
ask a returned man, o€ professional bust- 
ness c@ling, to go ouf and work with a 
pick and shovel.” 

He dealt with the position of the Can- 
adian soldier who was kept in oversea 
zones following the Armistice while “the 
best ships were being toaned to the 
Americans to bring the ‘dough boys’ back 
from their vacation.” These Canadians, 
he said, were in service at $1.10 per day 
while the munition worker who had made 
his $10 and $12, and who was sorry that 
the war was over, got out end secured 
the “cushy” jobs while the going was 
good. He referred to the time when these

Four Hundred Veterans And a Large Number of Citizens Hear F: 
Harry Flynn Appeal to All Returned Men to Get Together in 
. Oloser Political Activity And Score Government For Disavowal 


would have happened had the returned 
man gono on strike during his service 
over there. 

“You boys thought you were fighting for 
ideals,” Mr. Flynn ent on, “but you were 
not, You were fighting in order that the 
blood-stained profiteer might be afforded 
a further chance to crush out the life 
from your wife and children by demanding 
a etill greater price for the things they 
had to eat in order to keep fe going.” 

The speaker then took a filing at the 
arguments advanced by Ottawa officials 
regarding the back pay of soldiers, “which 
was to re-establish them on their -re- 
turn, His back psy personally, he do- 
clared, bad set been much more than 
nine dollars aud he considered bis case 
was about average. When the man had 
returned, $35.00 was given to bim to pur- 
chase his clothing—“two or three suits, 
and all thoso kind of things.” It bad not 
been enough to purchase his shoes aud 
underclothing. 

In regard to vocational training, Mr. 
Flynn speaking from tho knowledge gain- 
ed through service in the department, de- 
clared that not more than ten per cent. 
of the men trained made use of their 
training. It was preposterous to think 
that a man could be trained in six months) 
to compete with a man whose training 
had of necessity extended of a period 
of years. 

Appeals for More Adequate Pensions 

The speaker then went on with a fer- 
vent appeal for more adequate pensions. 
It was a terrible thing, he said, that a 
man should come hack, perbaps blinded 
in both eyes and be forced to go through 
the rest of his life with nothing more 
to look forward to than a pittance of §75 
a month, In regard to the payment of 
the two thousand cash bonus, Mr. Flynn 
was of the opinion that the country could 
afford to pay and shoulld pay. Canada, 
he said, was never so rich as at the pres- 
ent time. Before the war she was a debt- 
or nation; now she 1s a creditor nation. 
The people at home found it casy to sub- 
scribe seven hundred mililgn dollars to 
the last victory loan, when only three 
hondred million dollars was asked. 

“The returned men,” Mr, Flynn assert- 
e4, “must show they have power. They 
must organize politically and use the full 
weight of their five bundred thousand 
yotes. In closing he remarked that men of 
Edmonten, in common witb mien from 
all over the country had fought to free 
Canada from the Hun, and it was their 
duty now to free Canada from an aggre- 
gation just as bad. He referred to the 
“gang” at Ottawa. 

Mr, Capewell gave & short address in 
which he declared it was full time for 
the people to oust the mongrel sovern- 
ment. 

The cross country mission being under- 
taken by Mr. Flynn 1s entirely in the 
‘interests of all returned men., He 1s here 
organizing.a branch of the united veterans, 
and will meet ali veterans interested in 
the council chamber at 7 o'clock Tuesday 


evening.

GOOD CROPS IN 
SHANDRO DISTRICT 


Andrew Shandro, M.P.P. for Whit- 
ford constituency, brought te The Bul- 
letin on Monday a bunch of stalke 
of fall rye in head, which measured 
6 ft 7 im In Jength; the rye was 
pulled on Friday last, July 2nd, from 
a field just west of Shandro post 
office. Crops are looking splendid in 
the Whitford district on both sides 
of tho Saskatchewan river. Marquis 
wheat is 22 in. high, that was sown 
on May 10th to 12th. It is In the shot 
blade. Wheat that has been stubbled 
in is 12 to 14 inches high, and ts mak- 
ing an excellent growth. Wheat sown 
as late as May 28th is six to eight 
inches high. Potatoes are in bloom 
in some places. Present crop condi- 
tions have only been equailed once! 
in the eight years of settlement in 
the district. hat was in 1904, The 
6rain is generally further advanced 
than it was at this: date last year. 

Mr. Shandro’ re¢alls that on May 
8th the low places still held snow 
and wateg and the prospects were) 
most. discouraging. Seeding on the 

igh spots began on May 10th. Since 
that date every condition has been! 
favorable. There has been plenty of 
moisture. On June 34th mw heavy 
downpour of rain washed out a sec- 
tion of the grade on the new St. Paul 
railway line. The same storm washed 
out seventeen bridges in the Whitford 
constituency. ‘But it greatly benefit. 
ted the crops. 

The drawback to crop conditions is 
that the gophers have been driven 
by excessive moisture in the low 
ground to the high spots and are 
doing some damage to the growing 
grain. But this is a minor matter. 
and can be dealt with efficiently, and 
without great labor or expense.

The new rates (and it is certain the 
ates for light and power will also be 
ncreased) are not being put into force 
0 secure increased profit, but under 
present conditions there would be, at 
the end of the year, a deficit on the 
combined operation of all the utilities. 
The purpose of the committee is to 
increase rates sufficiently to cover 
increased charges and the ordinary 
street railway deficit.

TITLEBY KNOCK OUT 


WHITE IN NINTH ROUND 


White Carried The Fight to The Champion For Seven And a Half 
ting Leonard Through Ropes in Fifth, But Was 


Knocked Down Five Times in 


EKENTON HARPOR, Mich. July 6-— 
Benny Leonard, lightweight champion of 
the world, knocked out Charlie White, of 
Chicago, in the ninth round of their 
Scheduled ten-round championship fight 
before a capacity crowd here this after- 
noon. White carried the fighting to the 
champion for seven rounds and a half, 
knocking and pushing the New Yorker 
through the ropes in the fifth round. 

The Chicagoan, who never had been 
knocked out before, was floored five times 
in the ninth round and was counted out 


while lying on his face. A series of right 
and i hooks to the chin finished the 
challenger, 


The men met at catch weight, Leonard 
sealed 1374, and White 134 at 11 o'clock 
this morning. Several thousand women 
were in the crowd. 

There was a riot when the fight ended 
and the spectators scrambled over the 
seats into the riug, breaking down the 
press section and injuring sevefal ring- 
siders, None of them were seriously 
burt. 

The Fight By Rounds 

Round One—Both danced around the 
ring a minute before Leonard hooked two 
lefts to White's head. White kept back- 
ing away while Leonard tried to fetnt 
him out for an opening, White landed the 
first solid blow, a left hook to Leonard's 
jaw. Leonard put a light left to White's 
mouth, and the Chicagoan clinched. The 
round was exceedingly tame, neither boxer 
landing a half dozen puvches. 

Round Two—Leonard danced around 
the slow-moving Chicagoan and landed 
two lefts to the stomach, White missed a 
left book and fell into a clinch, White 
cracked the champion’s riba with a left 
book, Leonard shot two lefts to White's 
face. Leonard landed with a left and 
White missai ai ieft jolt to the chin, 
White put a left hook to the champion’s 
tummy as the round ended, There were 
hisses from the crowd as the fighters went 
into their corners. 

Round Three—Leonard met White tn the 
centre of the ring and hooked a left to 
the body. White fonght back, diving 
Leonard into a neutral corner. Leonard 
was not damaged in the exchange and 
put three lefts to the Chicagoan'’s head 
without a return. Leonard swung a ena 
right to White's jaw. 

Round Four—Leonard landed on White's 
neck with a right hook and White miss- 
ed a right swing. The challenger rushed 
Leonard to the ropes but was unable to 
land. White led with his left and Leon- 
ard skook him with a right hand smash 
on the chin. 

Round Fiye—Leonard shot a left jab to 
White's nose and the Chicagoan hooked 
him with a right hander to the chin. 

White drove Leonard to the ropes, land- 
ing four right Jolts to the champion’s 
chin, Leonard protested to the refereee 
that White was holding.

CAME INTO FORGE, 
THE FIRST JULY 


Ottawa, July 56—(Canadian Press) 
—The Bankruptcy act passed at the 
first session of 1919, came into force} 
on July 1, under the provisions of 
proclamation issued in January last.|

rules, which contain very important} 
provisions respecting the carrying 
out of the act, have recently been 
passed by the governor-general-in- 
council.
